
REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the 
above amendments is courteously solicited. 

Independent claim 5 has been drafted so as to comply 
with all the formal requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. 

New independent claim 5 corresponds to the claim 
allowed in the corresponding European case which has been 
allowed by the European Patent Office over the same prior 
art cited by the Examiner in the instant application. 
Claim 5 sets forth with specificity the improvement of the 
present invention over the cited prior art. None of the 
prior art references teach, disclose, suggest or render 
obvious the claimed subject matter of independent claim 5. 
Claim 5 is a Jepson claim with sets forth with specificity 
the improvement of the device of the present invention over 
the cited prior art documents. The prior art cited in the 
corresponding PCT application and applied by the Examiner 
in his office action of December 4, 2001 fails to show the 
details of the device of the present invention as set forth 
in the * improvement" portion of the new independent claim 
5. Accordingly, it is submitted that claim 5 patentably 
defines over the art of record and an early indication of 
same is respectfully requested. 
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An earnest and thorough attempt has been made by the 
undersigned to resolve the outstanding issues in this case 
and place same in condition for allowance. If the Examiner
